At a meeting of the proprietors of the Royal Copper Mines of Cobre, 
held at the Company's offices, 26, Austin-friars, on Tuesday, the 25th 
inst., pursuant to advertisement, it being one of the half-yearly meetings 
of the company, as prescribed by the deed of settlement ; 

Cuartes Pascor Gaenrewt, Esq., in the chair. 


The advertisement convening the meeting, and announcing the inten- 
tion of the directors to declare a dividend, as also one of its objects being 
to fill the vacant offices in the direction and auditorship, as well as to de- 
termine on alterations in the deed of settlement as to the registration, 
having been read, and the several letters received from the directors, Messrs. 
C. P. Grenfell and George Wildes, who retired from office, but who were 
eligible to be re-elected, as also from Mr. R. Passenger, the auditor re- 
tiring, and from Mr. Alexander Druce, a candidate to fill the other vacant 
office of auditor, were also read ; 

The report of the directors, with extracts from the correspondence of 
Mr. Hardy jun., the managing and local director, as also from Captain 
Reynolds, the mining agent at Cobre, were then read. The following 
is the 

REPORT. 

Two half- ly general meetings having been appointed by the deed of 
settlement, the present meeting has been called by the directors in confor- 
mity therewith ; and what aeeper we —_ to the consideration of the 
proprietors may be comprised u eads :—

office by lot; and the election of one auditor in the room of G. M. 
Glascott, Esq., chosen director.

Taking the last point first, as being the most important, the directors are

resulting from the application of mechanical skill to the incre’ 

ment of the extensive mineral property belonging to the association. 

It is obviously impracticable in the middle of the year to make out a com- 
plete financial statement ; a heavy outlay having been incurred in the erec- 
tion of the steam-engines, of which the particulars are yet to be furnished, 
and considerab'e sums expended in preparing for the accommodation of 
additional mining labourers to be sent from England; besides other extra- 
ordinary items, the details of which cannot be brought to distinct account 
until the close of the year. They trust, therefore, that the proprietors will 
be satisfied at this season with the general statement they are about to 
make, and with the assurance that the prospects of a large, increasing, and 
rich produce of ore, are greater now than at any period since the mines at 
Cobre began to be worked. 

Without attempting, therefore, to enter upon much detail, it may be 
stated generally, that since the meeting in April last about 2500 tons of ore 
have arrived from the mines, the market value of which is about 50,0001. ; 
that eight vessels are now in the West Indies, or on their home, 
ealenlated to bring at least 1600 to 1700 tons, to be followed by five more 
which have lately sailed from this country; and that without the aid of 
steam, the average monthly produce of the mines, since the April meeting, 
is very little short of 500 tons. The steam-engines, it was hoped, would be 
fit for work about the middle of September; and when the numerous hands 
hitherto employed ia the tedious task of unwatering the mines, and cutting 
food for the cattle employed in the whims, are applied to the excavation and 


aaa ye of the ore itself, it may be fairly assumed that the monthly pro- 
will be considerably augmented. 

In reference to this point, the directors have great pleasure in annexing to 
this report extracts of letters from John Hardy, jun., Esq., the resident 
director in Cuba; and from the mining captain, William Reynolds. From 
these documents, which are recommended to the careful perusal of the pro- 
prietors, it will be seen that very rich lodes of ore have been discovered, and 
particularly in the White mine. 

In the correspondence affixed to the original prospectus, it appears that 
this spot had, at a very early period after his arrival in Cuba, attracted the 
attention of Captain Reynolds; and reference to this fact is important, 
because subsequent trials having proved the soundness of his judgment in 
this particular instance, your directors consider that it justifies the confi- 
dence they fee! in the correctness of every representation proceeding from 
that intelligent officer. This most valuable mine has hitherto been hardly 
worked at all, owing to the want of labourers ; but your directors are taking 
every possible means to remedy this obstacle, by dispatching experienced 
miners from Cornwall aad Ireland, of which twenty-three are already on the 

sage, and more will follow as soon as Mr. Hardy shall advise us that he 
s provided with the necessary accommodation for their reception. 

Under all these circumstances, the directors have thought it right to de- 
clare a dividend of 2/. per share, of which due notice will be given by public 
advertisement, in accordance with the deed of settlement: and the same 
will be payable on and after the 25th November next at this office. 


With respect to the change in the deed of settlement relating to the certi- | 


ficates, the directors are satisfied that the explanation which will be afforded 


upon the subject will convince the proprictors that their interests are con- | 


sulted in the proposed alterations. 

In conclusion, the directors beg to express their entire confidence in the 
increasing and permanent prosperity of the undertaking. 

The extracts from the correspondence from the mines embraced the 
several letters received, bearing date from the 24th March up to the latest 
advices, of which the following is but a brief abstract :— 


The letters of John Hardy, jun., Esq., commence with one of the 30th 
March, 1836, being the first received since the last meeting of proprie- 
tors, in which he announces, ‘‘ that after driving for a period of more than 
forrteen months, with two white miners and six native labourers,”’ they had 
“at length cut a superb lode of black copper in the White mine,’’ which was 
bisected within six incves of the spot calculated upon by Captain Reynolds 
[Specimens of this description of ore, yielding sixty to sixty-five per cent. for 

r, were produced to the meeting. 

¢ communication of Captain Reynolds, of 26th March, which accom- 
panied Mr. Hardy's iettcr, stated that the veia in the White mine was of the 
first class, and that they had cut through it four feet with no signs of a south 
wall. The width of the lode discovered would turn out eight tons per fathom, 
averaging twenty-five per ceat., and consequently worth 200/. per fathom. 
Describing the nature of the ore of the No. 1 mine ina subsequent letter of 
6th May, Captain K. observes, “it is so tough, that we often drive the 
wedges in the whole length, with just as much effect as if the same was driven 
into a piece of oak.’’ And further, *‘ this lode will af thie moment turn out forty 
tons to the fathom, worth 20l, per ton,” or 12001. per fathom, the width of the 
lode being twelve feet. Again, advertiag to the White mine, he reports, 
that twelve fathoms worked on the lode had given fifty to sixty tons of ore 
of fine produce, aud observes, “* we shall not be able to do any thing of 
consequence in these mines with our present force, for as we deepen and ex- 
tend our mines, we shail naturally require additional hands to raise the same 
produce.”” This subject is also frequently remarked upon in the correspond- 
ence, and an explanation was afforded by the Chairman, to the effect that 
the steam-engine going to werk would considerably relieve the mine, and 
that (as sated in the report) twenty-three additional miners had been sent out.

We deem it unnevessary, on the present occasion, to follow the reports 
of Mr. Hardy and Capt. Reynolds, for which there is the less occasion as the 
last communications received will be found under the head of Mining Cor- 
respondence,”’ the importance of which induces us to give them at length. 
We may merely mention that another lode at the White mine had been 
discovered only fifteen feet further south of the Champion lode, which pro-

shares, but considerable costs avoided, necessarily attendant on registra- 
tion as provided for by the deed. 

A Prorrisror, in moving a resolution to the effect, that the 80th 
clause in the deed of settlement having immediate reference to the re- 
gistration of shares, with all others which might appertain thereto, should 
be cancelled or altered, and that a fresh deed or instrument should be exe- 
cuted by the proprietors antecedent to the receipt of the dividend an- 
nounced in the report of the directors, to remark on the ad- 
vantages which he considered would be attendant on the proposed altera- 
tion, inasmuch, that while it relieved the i from responsibility, 
and im the same on the directors (who appeared willing to assume 
it); it also afforded the best evidence of the high opinion entertained by those 
gentlemen of the value of the mines, and the confidence they reposed in 
the undertaking, while it was attended with considerable advantages to the 
shareholders, and was, moreover, a course very generally adopted at the 
present moment by other companies. 

Mr. ALLcock, in seconding the resolution, stated that, as a proprietor, 
he could have no objection whatever to the plan proposed by the direc- 
tors, although he should not have assented had he been one of the board. 
The plan proposed undoubtedly relieved him and others, as proprietors, from 
any responsibility. He might observe that, of his own knowledge and ex- 
perience, the expenses attendant transfers of registered shares were very 
great; the amount paid Government for stamps on transfers in shares of 
the Imperial Brazilian Mining Company having been 22,000/. since the 
formation of that company. 

In reply to a proprietor, the Solicitor of the company stated that by the 
adoption of the proposed resolution much facility would be afforded to 
shareholders who might be desirous to raise money by way of loan on 
their shares, which would, in such case, be deposited as security without 
registry or any exposure of the transaction; and further, that legal 
opinions on the subject had been taken, which were quite satisfactory. 

The resolution was then passed unanimously. 

The Cuarnman observed that a book would be prepared, which the 
proprietors would be required to sign on receiving their dividends, and 
that the certificates would be called in and fresh ones issued. 

Mr. Pascoe Grenreit moved a resolution, which was seconded by 
Mr. ALExanper Druce, to the effect that the report then read, with the 
extracts from the letters, be printed and circulated among the proprietors, 
which resolution was carried unanimously. 

The Cuataman, in addressing to the meeting some few observations 
on the past success which had attended their labours, and the future prospects 
held out from the nature of the present working, remarked on the highly 
satisfactory reports of Captain Reynolds, whose opinions, formed upwards 
of two years ago, had been proved to be correct by the late important 
discoveries which had been made, observed; that on occasions like the 
present, too much caution could not be exercised in giving opinions as to 
the future, it being his desire to avoid holding out expectations which 
might in the slightest degree be construed into a desire to uphold the 
prices of the shares, or in any way tend to give them an undue value. 
He was opposed to those improper practices occasionally resorted to, 
where the objects of the parties solely had reference to gambling purposes. 
At the same time, however, although anxious to avoid this course, it was 
due to the proprietors that he should give to them his candid and sincere 
opinions on the value of the undertaking in which they had embarked. 
He should, therefore, without further comment, briefly refer to the series 
of letters accompanying the original prospectus, expressive of the opinions 
entertained at that time (June, 1854) by Captain Reynolds of the value 
of the mineral tract possessed by the company: every letter received since 
which period had fully confirmed those opinions, and proved the value of 
the mines by their gradual development and improvement, and the lode at 
the ‘‘ White mine,’’ which had ever been a favourite with Captain Rey- 
nolds, having increased in size from three feet to eight or ten feet. After 
adverting further to the prospects of the company, the chairman observed 
that Mr. Clark, who had just returned from Caba, where he had officiated 
as agent of the proprietors of the mine for the past five years, would be 
able to afford information to those proprietors who’ might be desirous of 
making inquiry on any subject connected with the mines. It was right 
to state to the meeting that the dividend declared, amounting to 24,000/., 
or 2. per share on 12,000 shares, of which number the company is con- 
stituted, was an excess, after the payment of from 8000/. to 10,000/. for 
the purchase and cost attending the transit and fixing of the steam-en- 
gine, which, up to the time of the last advices, had not been set to work, 
but which it was expected would be the case about the middle of Septem- 
ber. He further stated, that the opinion expressed by the directors at 
| the general meeting held in April lest, of the anticipated excess in the 
| produce of the present compared with the preceding year, had been fully 

borne out by results; the quantity of ore raised in 1834 was 2600 tons ; 
| that in 1835, 3400 tons, or an excess of 800 tons ; while the ore raised in 
the present year exceeded that of 1835 by 1500 tons, and this, it would 
be remembered, without the use or application of steam-engine and ma- 
chinery, which would have, doubtless, considerably increased the quantity

In reply to a proprietor, Mr. Crank stated, that the number of 
Cornish miners employed at the mines were from fifty to sixty. 

Mr. Hearucock, in proposing a vote of thanks to the chairman and 
directors, expressed himself as being highly satisfied with the report 
which had been read to the meeting, and considered that the conduct of 
the directors’ was such as to claim from the proprietors a resolution 
strongly expressive of their confidence, and their thanks for services 
rendered to the association. 

Mr. Axtcock suggested, that if any accounts of receipts and expendi- 
ture had been prepared, it would be satisfactory to have them printed 
with the report. 

The Cuainmaw explained, citing the observations in the report on the 
difficulties attendant on making up an account in the middle of the 
year, which indeed was impossible. It might, however, be satisfactory to 
the honourable proprietor and to the meeting, to state in round terms the 
present state of the assets and engagements from which the directors 
were enabled to declare the dividend announced. The ores sold since the 
last accounts up to the present time amounted to 59,600/., to which 
was to be added the expected produce of the two vessels, whose arrival

had been necessarily explored : that to the course suggested by the direc- 
tors he could not assent, there being at the present time only three levels 
driving on the course of the lode, At the twenty-two fathom west they 
were in good ground, and it was not at all improbable but that a discovery 
might be there made.

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ON LIABIRITY OF SHAREHOLDERS IN JOINT STOCK 
COMPANIES. 


We extract the following observations from the columns of the Swansea 
Cambrian, having been communicated to that paper by Mr. W. H. Smith, 
a gentleman connected with the Swansea Water-Works Company. We 
have not extracted that part of his letter which refers to this particular 
company, and it will be observed, his attention is directed only to com- 
panies governed by a deed of settlement, or Act of Parliament, and that 

crip companies have been entirely overlooked by him. We should be 

if some of our professional readers would take up the latter question 
in like manner :— 

Companies at their formation are always governed by a deed of settlement; 
which is a covenant between a few of the — * chosen as directors 
and trustees for that purpose, and the other shareholders, by which each of 
the latter covenants with the former, and with each other, for the per- 
— of a series of articles, which are duly and superficially set forth in 

This deed is the instrument by which the transactions of the company are 
regulated up to the time at which an Act of Parliament, or charter of in- 
corporation, shall have been obtained, or by which it is permanently regu- 
lated, in case the company is not intended to be incorporated. 

The deed of settlement usually creates trustees of the shareholders’ 
perty, directors of the company’s affairs, and such other officers as the objects 
of the society require. It also contains covenants for the performance of 
their respective duties, which are specifically set out, as are those of the other 
partners or shareholders ; it also defines the number of shares, the power and 
method of transferring them, the mode of convening general meetings of 
prietors, their nie when convene], and a variety of other rules s to 
the exigencies of the particular undertaking. In fact, as far as the provisions 
of this instrument extend, it is the law by which the company’s affairs are to 
be governei; when it is silent, the general law respecting partnership is to 
be followed.—(Smith’s Comp. Mer. Law, 35.) 

With respect to the legality of joint stock companies generally, I may here 
state, that since the repeal of sections 18, 19, and 20, of ch. 18, 6 Geo. I., 
they are to be adjudged upon according to the common law, and according to 
the dictum of Lord Ellenborough (Rex v. Webb, 14 East. 406), the raising 
transferable stock, when the transferring such stock is made under certain 
restrictions, is no offence against the law, especially where the undertaking 
or project of the company has no tendency to the common grievance of his 
Majesty's subjects. In fact, when the shares are not transferable at the 
mere unrestricted option of the holder, the association will be legal (Coll: 
Partn. 625) ; and therefore it is, that in the deeds of settlement of all joint 
stock companies, certain restrictions are placed upo:. the transferring of shares. 

Having endeavoured to show that joint stock companies, as usually consti- 
tuted, are perfectly legal, I will now advert to that point which is of greatest 
importance to individuals being shareholders, viz.—their liabilities as regards 
the public, and in reference to each other. 

Joint stock companies, if they are not confirmed by Act of Parliament, the 
King’s charter, or King’s letters patent, are in fact nothing more, as far as 
respects the public, than ordinary partnerships, and the laws respecting them 
are the same. (Gow, Partn. 2; Rex v. Dodd, 9 East. 536; Beaumont vy. 
Meredith, 3 Ves. and Bea. 180.) But the articles of agreement between the 
shareholders are usually very different. 

As the general principle, it may be stated that every member of an unin- 
corporated trading company, ho matter of what number of persons it consists, 
is answerable for the whole of the debts of the company. But this principle 
is greatly modified by .ertain cases in the books, and by the state of cireum- 
stances in existence at the time of the formation, or shortly after the formas 
tion of the company. And it must be very obvious, that the liabilities of the 
shareholder are greater or less, according to the objects, or the nature of the 
trade or business which the compa..y proposes to undertake. 

In joint stock companies, more than in any other kind of partnership, a 
variety of acts are done before the partnership is actually commenced. 
Notices are published, prospectuses are distributed, meetings are held, 
officers chosen, deposits are made, and scrip receipts, or certificates, are 
given; long before the business is commenced, or the deed of settlement is 
executed by the shareholders. Indeed, many of these acts are necessarily 
done before the full complement of the intended shareholders is made up. 
Hence, though the projectors and prime movers of the scheme will une 
doubtedly be liable in respect of the contracts into which they enter for the 
purpose of launching the company, yet they cannot by such proceeding bind 
those who merely answer their invitation; those, for instance, who name 
themselves subscribers, und even pay deposits, and do other acts, showing 
an intention of becoming shareholders, but who, by ; eglecting some of the 
rules of the company, may, if those rules were enforced, never become ens 
titled to share in the profits. The contract of partnership, as regards these 
passive subscribers, is executory only, and may be abandoned, if the terms 
of the partnership are not reasonably fulfilled by the projectors, Under such 
circumstances they never have become actual partners in the concern, and 
consequently never have rendered themselves liable for its debts.—(See 
Collyer’s valuable Book on Partnerships.) 

In a recent case (Dickinson v. Valpy, 10 B. and C. 142, App. 52), Mr. 
Justice Parke gave judgment in full accordance with the principle just 
stated. The leading cave, however, on this subject, is that of Fox v. 
Clifton and six others, 6 Byng 776; 4 M. and Payne, S. C.; and persons 


desirous of becoming shareholders in joint stock companies, and wishing to 
be acquainted with the liabilities they may incur, are referred to that case, 
not only on account of the importance of the doctrines it contains, but on 
account of the lucid order in which the several matters of it are set forth in 


the judgment delivered by Chief Justice Tindal. 
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With regard to the liabilities of shareholders in a company, as between 
themselves, it is perfectly clear that it is only with respect to the partnership 
property that shareholders are under avy disability to sue each other in the 
courts of law. In regard to any other matters, they may bring actions 
against each other just the same as if the relations of partners did not subsist 
between them. ‘Thus, if one partner receives money for the separate use of 
the other, he is liable to an action for money had and received, notwith- 
standing he has pretended to carry it to the partnership account.—-(Smith v. 
Barrow, 2, T. R. 476.)—And it has been decided, that where a scheme for a 
company fails, each subscriber to it, who pays his subscription on a prospect 
that the scheme will continue, may, if it aiterwards proves abortive, or is

to drive in a cross-cut of about fourteen fathoms to intersect the 

ode, The lode, it appeared, had not however been yet cut; nor would 
it be, until the pump-work and machinery from the other shaft should have 
been removed to the new shaft, so as to take the coming water which 
might naturally be expected on intersecting the lode, It was suggested 
by the directors that the higher levels should for a time be suspended, 
and the operations of the company confined to the prosecution of the 
lower workings, which would thus lessen the expenditure, and effect one 
of the objects contemplated in Captain Vivian's former report; the direc- 
tors being desirous to reduce, so far as was practicable, and as might be 
deemed advisable, the monthly costs, which had been very large. A 
question was further put to Captain Vivian, whether he would undertake 
a periodical examination of the mine, should such be determined on. 
oe reply of Captain Vivian was then read, and which we have inserted 
in our Mining Correspondence ; it is a straightforward report on the mine, 
and does him infinite credit, if it be only for the disinterestedness he 
evinces in doing justice to a fellow-agent, not to advert to the plainness in 
which he conveys his opinions. We can only say we wish all agents 
would do likewise, It was to the effect, that having inspected the mines, 
he could not say that any real improvement had taken place, for although 
more ore had been discovered than when he last reported, yet more ground 
had been necessarily explored : that to the course suggested by the direc- 
tors he could not assent, there being at the present time only three levels 
driving on the course of the lode. At the twenty-two fathom west they 
were in good ground, and it was not at all improbable but that a discovery 
might be thero made. At the forty-two the lode was giving two to three 
tons per fathom ; and at the fifty-two the ground was costly, although not 
unpromising., Having described the several workings of the mine, he pro- 
ceeds to state that he fully agrees with the directors, that their object 
ahould be to cut and explore the lode at the sixty-two fathom level, but at 
the same time not to abandon the upper workings; observing that the 
mines in the neighbourhood having made ore at shallow depths, it would

As the Falmouth and Penryn Committees have been in expectation of 
Col. Landmann, the engineer of the company, to fix the line and termination, 
active exertions have been made to get sections made of every possible line, 
to be submitted to the Colonel. One line suggested by Mr. R. Thomas, took 
the most level line, and terminated at the top of the Moor at Falmouth ; and 
another has been laid dowa by Messrs. Charles Denn and Moyle, of Bosvigo, 
taking a lower line, descending to near the sea level from Truro to Green 
Bank Quay, at Falmouth. 

Col, Landmann arrived at Truro early on Monday morning, and devoted 
the whole of that day and Tuesday in carefully investigating the merits and 
expediencies of both lines, when the Colonel unhesitatingly pronounced the 
line descending to the sea level as being most conducive to the general 
benefit of the towns of Falmouth and Penryn, 

A large meeting of the Falmouth and Penryn committees, shareholders, 
&e., took place at Pearce'’s Hotel, on Tuesday afternoon, to receive Colonel 
Landmann’s report, which was adopted by the unanimous voice of all present. 
The line fixed on will commence at or near Green Bank Quay, and ran from

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ON LIABIRITY OF SHAREHOLDERS IN JOINT STOCK 
: COMPANIES. 





We extract the following observations from the columns of the Swansea 
Cambrian, having been communicated to that paper by Mr. W. H. Smith, 
a gentleman connected with the Swansea Water-Works Company. We 
have not extracted that part of his letter which refers to this i 
company, and it will be observed, his attention is directed only to com- 
panies governed by a deed of settlement, or Act of Parliament, and that 
“np companies have been entirely overlooked by him. We should be 
glad if some of our professional readers would take up the latter question 
in like manner :— 

Companies at their formation are always governed by a deed of settlement, 
which is a covenant between a few of the shareholders, chosen as directors 
and trustees for that purpose, and the other shareholders, by which each of 
the latter covenants with the former, and with each other, for the per- 
a _— of a series of articles, which are duly and superficially set forth in 

© . 

This deed is the instrument by which the transactions of the company are 
regulated up to the time at which an Act of Parliament, or charter of im- 
corporation, shall have been obtained, or by which it is permanently regu- 
lated, in case the company is not intended to be incorporated. 
| The deed of settlement usually creates trustees of the shareholders’ pro- 
perty, directors of the company’s affairs, and such other officers as the objects 
of the society require. It also contains covenants for the performance of 
their respective duties, which are specifically set out, as are those of the other 
partners or shareholders ; it also defines the number of shares, the power and 
method of transferring them, the mode of convening general meetings of pros 
prietors, their rights when convened, and a variety of other rules s to 
the exigencies of the particular undertaking. In fact, as far as the provisions 
of this instrument extend, it is the law by which the company’s affairs are to 
be governe:; when it is silent, the general law respecting partnership is to 
be followed.—(Smith’s Comp. Mer. Law, 35.) 

With respect to the legality of joint stock companies generally, I may here 
state, that since the repeal of sections 18, 19, and 20, of ch. 18, 6 Geo. L., 
they are to be adjudged upon according to the common law, and according to 
the dictum of Lord Ellenborough (Rex v. Webb, 14 East. 406), the raising 
transferable stock, when the transferring such stock is made under certain 
restrictions, is no offence against the law, especially where the undertaking 
or project of the company has no tendency to the common grievance of his 
Majesty’s subjects. In fact, when the shares are not transferable at the 
mere unrestricted option of the holder, the association will be legal (Coll: 
Partn. 625) ; and therefore it is, that in the deeds of settlement of all joint 
stock companies, certain restrictions are placed upo:. the transferring of shares. 

Having endeavoured to show that joint stock companies, as usually consti- 
tuted, are perfectly legal, I will now advert to that poiot which is of greatest 
importance to individuals being shareholders, viz.—their liabilities as regards 
the public, and in reference to each other. 

Joint stock companies, if they are not confirmed by Act of Parliament, the 
King’s charter, or King’s letters patent, are in fact nothing more, as far as 
respects the public, than ordinary partnerships, and the laws respecting them 
are the same. (Gow, Partn. 2; Rex v. Dodd, 9 East. 536; Beaumont v. 
Meredith, 3 Ves. and Bea. 180.) But the articles of agreement between the 
shareholders are usually very different. 

As the general principle, it may be stated that every member of an unin- 
corporated trading eompany, no matter of what number of persons it consists, 
is answerable for the whole of the debts of the company. But this principle 
is greatly modified by .ertain cases in the books, and by the state of cireum- 
stances in existence at the time of the formation, or shortly after the formas 
tion of the company. And it must be very obvious, that the liabilities of the 
shareholder are greater or less, according to the objects, or the nature of the 
trade or business which the compa. y proposes to undertake. 

In joint stock companies, more than in any other kind of partnership, a 
variety of acts are done before the partnership is actually commenced. 
Notices are published, prospectuses are distributed, meetings are held, 
officers chosen, deposits are made, and scrip receipts, or certificates, are 
given; long before the business is commenced, or the deed of settlement is 
executed by the shareholders. Indeed, many of these acts are necessarily 
done before the full complement of the intended shareholders is made up. 
Hence, though the projectors and prime movers of the scheme will uns 
doubtedly be liable in respect of the contracts into which they enter for the 
purpose of launching the company, yet they cannot by such proceeding bind 
those who merely answer their invitation; those, for instance, who name 
themselves subscribers, and even pay deposits, and do other acts, showing 
an intention of becoming shareholders, but who, by eglecting some of the 
rules of the company, may, if those rules were enforced, never become en- 
titled to share in the profits, The contract of partnersbip, as regards these 
passive subscribers, is executory only, and may be abandoned, if the terms 
of the partnership are not reasonably fulfilled by the projectors. Under such 
circumstances they never have become actual partners in the concern, and 
consequently never have rendered themselves liable for its debts.—(See 
Collyer’s valuable Book on Partnerships.) 

In a recent case (Dickinson v. Valpy, 10 B. and C. 142, App. 52), Mr. 
Justice Parke gave judgment in full accordance with the principle just 


stated. The leading cave, however, on this subject, is that of Fox v. 
Clifton and six others, 6 Byng 776; 4 M. and Payne, S. C.; and persons 
desirous of becoming shareholders in joint stock companies, and wishing to 
be acquainted with the liabilities they may incur, are referred to that case, 
not only on account of the importance of the doctrines it contains, but on 
account of the lneid order in which the several matters of it are set forth in 


the judgment delivered by Chief Justice ‘Tindal. 

With regard to the liabilities of shareholders in a company, as between 
themselves, it is perfectly clear that it is only with respect to the partnership 
property that shareholders are under avy disability to sue each other in the 
courts of law, In regard to any other matters, they may bring actions 
against cach other just the same as if the relations of partners did not subsist 
between them, Thus, if one partner receives money for the separate use of 
the other, he is liable to an action for money had and received, notwith- 
standing he has pretended to carry it to the partnership account.—(Smith v. 
Barrow, 2, T. R. 476.)—And it has been decided, that where a scheme for a 
company fails, each subscriber to it, who pays his subscription on a prospect 
that the scheme will continue, may, if it aiterwards proves abortive, or is 
abandoned without the necessary steps being taken to bring it into effect, 
recover back the whole of the money advanced by him, without the deduction 
of any part towards the payment of the expenses incurred. When, however, 
the scheme is in operation, it is but fair and equitable that the ayer egy 
expenses should be paid, inastnuch as the shareholders will reap the fa 
benefit of them. Nevertheless, the previous expenses need not necessarily 
be paid out of the concern, unless they are adopted when it is in progress or 
operation—(Gow, 77, Note (a).)

| don, which had first purchased the land, had pulled the houses down, and not 
the company. With respect to the other piece, it had since been disposed of, 
| and therefo.e the parish had no right to levy a rate on the company. 
| counsel for the parish in reply said, that it mattered rot whether the land wat 
| beneficially occupied or not. The real question was, whether rateable pro- 

perty was to be removed from a parish without its recovering any equivalent? 
| The clause in their Act expressly provided that the interests of the

62 lbs. were sent to the Warre, and the sume 
quantity to the Luisa stamps: the measuring occupied one English miner 
and ten negroes nearly three days. Since the 18th, the stone from the Bahu 
west level and Cachocira mine, have been separated and broken apart, and 
27 tons of the same, in equal proportions, were sent to the Warre, and the 
same quantity to the Luisa stamps: this oceupied one English miner and 
twelve negroes three days. The collécting and measuring stone for these 
experiments cause considerable inconvenience and delay to other works. The 
Capellao stamps have been supplied from the Vinagrado. ‘The experiment of 
changing the shina every three and six hours has been completed, and the 
result is in favour of changing every six hours. The sand from the different 
stamps has been concentrated and saved. Two men day and night have been 
employed. 
Sor changing House, &c.—This work has been continued, and 104 
fect have been close timbered and covered in. One English miner and two 
negroes day and night. Several hands (convalescents) have also been em- 
ployed by day levelling ground for the above buildings. 

Tite Yards.—Six thousand tiles of excellent quality have been burnt, and 
about two thousand more are ready for burning. A shed of thirty fect long, 
twenty-seven broad, has been made and thatched, and we are now rendered 
safe from any sudden showers of rain, which at the commencement did so 
much damage. Two natives, four negroes. 

Road Making.—Since the 11th one English miner and twelve negroes have 
been engaged on the new road to the mine for the timber cars. Some parts 
— blasting, and the night-corps of the 16th were employed for this 

urpose from 10 A.M, till 4.”.M., instead of working from 6 until 12 the 
Beterda night ;-—390 feet have been finished; a few fathoms still remain to 
be completed leading past the smith’s shop. The cars have been passing 
with timber to the mine since the 20th. 

The Masons at the beginning of the month were employed building a wall 
to form one side of the new road, which was finished on the 1ith. The 
wall measures 102 feet in length, eight feet high, and two feet eight inches 
wide, A piece of masonry has also been completed round the frame of the 
tilt-hammer, twenty feet long, seven feet high, and eight feet wide ; since 
which they have been chiefly occupied on the Caza Grande. This will occupy 
them a few days longer, after which the kitchen, changing-house, &c. will 
be commenced. An Adobo wall, 135 feet by 53, has also been built, and — 
feet of tiling done this month. Nine natives, seven negroes, one labourer, 
one boy, four women, 

Charcoal,——Stock from last month twenty-four pits. Made this month 
forty-six pits, and consumed fifty-two pits ; 272 mule loads sentin. Stock 
oa hand eighteen pits; decrease this month six pie. The decrease was 
oceasioned by several of the hands being employed cutting thatch for tile 
shed. Twenty-three men, two boys, three tropeiros, and one feitor. 

Wood.—Twenty pieces of timber measuring 2724 cubic feet ; thirty-four 
loads of poles for lobbies ; thirty-two ditto of firewood for tile kiln. Fur- 
nace and hospital, seven ditto of grass for thatching, and seven ditto of plank. 

Plank sawn this Month.—Two dozen and nine.—Three woodcutters, two 
negroes, two sawyers, two men cutting firewood, six carmen, and seven boys. 

The Carpenter's Department has not gone on so satisfactorily as could be 
wished, ne continued broils between the foreman and two of the men, 
Roberts and Ward, is a source of great trouble and delay to us. The prin- 
cipal works completed this month have been the new store, frame of tilt- 
hammer, poppet-heads for Vinagrado shaft, fixing same and landing-brace. 
The works now on hand, new horse-cart, blast for smith’s forge, and 
wheelbarrows for the mine.

Anctenr Arugns.—A German journal states that the excavations at 
Athens are being carried on with great perseverance. Among other dis- 
coveries there have been found, in different broken fragments of an in- 
scription, a species of account of the expenses of the sculptured orna- 
ments of a temple, which appears to have been the Evectheon. It bears 
the siguatare of the architect, whose name was Archilochus of Agryle, and 
has hitherto been buried in oblivion, The names of numerous sculptors 
“are inserted, with the price of their works. Two modellers in wax were 
employed in making models of the rosettes and acanthus leaves in bronze. 
A contract was made with a painter, named Dionysiodori, to paint in 
caustic 115 feet of the mouldings of the architrave, at the rate of a pento- 
bolon a foot ; 116 leaves of gold for gilding the bronze ornaments cost as 
many drachmas ; the person who supplied this gold was a citicen of Me- 
lita, named Donis; the lead for fastening the figures cost ten drachmas. 
On demolishing a battery which masked the entrance to the Propylaa, the 
original ascending way, or steps, by which they were approached was un- 
covered, The road was made in ridges, so that the horses might go up 
and down without slipping. The steps for those on foot were in part de- 
molished when the battery was erected, but they may now be restored. 
While at work in re-establishing the columns of the Parthenon, a frag- 
ment of the friewe was found in a fine state of preservation. It repre- 
seated three of the twelve seated deities which — the temple of the 
frieze above the eastern entrance. Near this bas-relief was found a re- 
markably fine seat or throne of white marble, the back of which is orna- 
mented with a winged figure covered with drapery, and which is probably 
one of the seats in which, according to Herodotus, the priestess of Minerva 
was accustomed to take her place. These two fine fragments were en- 
closed between the colamns of a peristyle and those of the pronaos. In 
other parts of this ancieat city, fragments of statues and tombs of different 
evas have been found. Thus have been brought to light some sarcophagi 
iy marble, on which are sculptured bacchanals and other figures, but 
which in barbarous times have evidently been broken open and made to 
receive other bodies than those for which they were originally intended. 
In one of these sarcophagi twelve skeletons were found. Thus Athens 
may still hope to form a splendid museum of her own antiquities.

CARN BREA. 
(Continued from No. 60.) 

Having in our last paper incidentally noticed the method of mining 
adopted by our ancestors on the discovery of lodes, in order to meet that 
increased demand occasioned by the arrival of the Grecians, we will now 
give a brief description of its details. Novices in the art of mining, the 
ancient Cornish seemed to have entertained no idea but that of following 
the tin ground through its irregular windings, anxious to make the most 
of the present, and paying little, if any, regard to the future. Accord- 
ingly, on the discovery of a productive lode, they commenced their opera- 
tions by opening an excavation from the surface on its course, invariably 
following up those parts which were wont to give the greatest present re- 
turns ; and reckoning all ground broken, which did not yield tin, as waste 
and unprofitable labour. These excavations were carried, some to a 
greater, some to a less extent, their operations being confined or extended 
according to circumstances. If the lode was inferior in quality, the ground 
difficult to be broken, or to be kept abroad, the water quick, or the venti- 
lation imperfect, the operations were generally confined to within a few 
feet only of the surface. But if, on the other hand, the lode was productive, 
the ground fair, the gunnies easily kept abroad, and the excavation dry 
and airy, then their operations were frequently pushed to a pretty consider- 
able extent. Of adits, shafts, or levels, however, they had no conception. 
Their ideas carried them no further than an open “ coffan;"’ and even 
here there appears to be no artificial means provided for ventilation or 
drainage, nor for opening the ground advantageously, their operations 
being wholly contined to the productive parts of the vein, which they fol- 
lowed through their different windings, until prevented by want of air, an 
influx of water, or some other circumstance of a negative character. 
Their manner of descent and ascent, appears to have been by clambering 
over some rudely-formed steps; and their tin-stuff, and even their deads 
and water, if ever they took up any, were probably taken to the surface 
in skins, on their shoulders, over the same rude footway. This, we con- 
ceive, is a faithful delineation of our ancestors’ rude system of mining ope- 
rations, under the joint auspices of the Greeks and Phoenicians. Nor 
was it confined to that era; but has been handed down by succeeding 
generations even to the eighteenth century, when, with considerable im- 
provements, it was adopted in numerous instances, by such poor tinners 
as needed their subsist in the dinner-hour, and their pay-day in the even- 
ing ; and whose limited means would neither allow them to bring in adits, 
sink shafts, or construct machinery, even of the most simple kind. 
Several of these ancient coffans remain to the present day, as incontestable 
evidence of the above facts, and may be seen not only on and about Carn 
Brea, but various other places in the county of Cornwall. The Greeks, in 
conjunction with the Phoenicians, appear to have monopolised the Cornish 
tin trade at least two hundred years before the Christian era. 

But this profitable monopoly has not escaped the attention of a people, 
who, from the humblest origin, had already began to figure in the history of 
the world,—who, from a state of insignificance and barbarism, had rapidly 
risen to very extensive dominion and power, and to a high state of civili- 
sation and refinement; and who now stood forward as the formidable 
rivals of the more ancient states, both in arts and in arms: namely, the 
Romans. This people had long envied the benefits which their rivals 
had derived from their commerce with a distant and to them unknown 
country. Their wars with the Carthagenians had induced them to turn 
their attention towards maritime affairs ; and having provided themselves 
with a navy, and acquired the general principles of navigation, among 
other projects they entertained that of endeavouring to diseover the land 
of tin, and to turn that profitable trade, which had hitherto been mono- 
polised by the Greeks and Phoenicians, to their own advantage. Hence 
we perceive the origin of that Roman enterprise, which, notwithstanding 
the savage cruelties with which the conquest of Britain was attended, was 
destined ultimately to assume such a salutary character towards Cornwall 
and Carn Brea.

Sream Carriaces on Common Roaps.—Mr. Walter Hancock, 
accompanied by a party of gentlenven interested in mechanical inventions, 
started on Friday the 21st iust., in ‘the Automaton,’’ from the City- 
road to Epping. This line of road was selected by Mr. Hancock on ac- 
count of its being, for the distance, the most hilly and uneven out of the 
metropolis, On arriving at Woodford, Mr. Hancock stopped the carriage, 
where he procured a fresh supply of water. After remaining for 
nearly a quarter of an hour, he again started at a rapid pace, and having 
ascended Buckhurst-hill at the rate of seven and a half miles an hour, en- 
tered Epping amidst the loud cheers of some thousands who were collected 
in the town, it being market-day. The party returned to town; and the 
whole journey, notwithstanding the disadvantages before-mentioned, was 
performed on the average of eleven and a half miles an hour. 

New Moor or Poacuine.—During last week seven hares became a 
prey to those inexorable steam-poachers, the locomotive engines between 
Stockton and Darlington. It appears that in crossing the railway at 
night these timid animals are dazzled by the light from the engines, and 
by that means get entangled with the wheels of the vehicles. Seven very 
fine ones were thus caught by different enginemen which were fit for the 
table, besides several others which were not, in consequence of the severe 
mutilation they received.—Sunderland Herald, 

Russtan Rattroan.—A railroad is now forming, or rather nearly 
completed, between St. Petersburgh and Zarskojesclo. Though it has 
been represented to be under the especial protection of the Imperial 
Government of Russia, it is the work of a company of shareholders, who 
received from the Emperor an ordinance, dated March 21, granting 
various privileges. Some description of this Russian railroad may not 
prove uninteresting. The line commences nearly in the centre of St. 
Petersburgh, continues in almost a straight line, and with a medium rise 
of 1 in 1028, for about eighteen miles, and terminates within the great 
park of Pawlowsk. The rails, locomotive carriages, and other railway 
machinery, were covtracted for in this country by the Chevalier von 
Genstner, the engineer, and are to be admitted into Russia duty free. 
The locomotives will be, it scems, remarkably powerful, the width of the 
track being laid down at six feet, instead of four feet eight inches and a 
half, It is declared that Stephenson's engine, on trial, was propelled 65 
miles and a half, and Hackworth’s at the rate of 72 miles, per hour. The 
engines are to be provided with apparatus in advance of the engine for 
clearing away the frozen sleet and snow from the rails; and each is to 
carry & trampet instrument that will perform by mechanism flourishes and 
marches with a power equal to that of a brass band! The work was com- 
menced in April last, and is to be completed this October. It is proposed 
that the whole line should be lighted with gas. 

Lisrary or Str, PererssvrGu.—The imperial library at St. Peters- 
burgh has been given up to pablic use, and ranks as third among the libraries 
of Europe ; it contains 396,155 printed volumes, and 16,944 manuscripts. 
It is very rich in the literature of central Asia, and the works formerly 
belonging to Baron Schilling are there; also seventy-three manuscripts 
of Colonel Stuart's, relating to all the most important parts of Sanscrit 
literature. It contains forty-three Mangolian and Thibetian works, col- 
lected at Pekin; altogether forming the finest 
works in the world. Besides that of St. Petersburgh, the government 
has formed other libraries at Archangel, Wladimar, Wologda, and 
cighteen other towns, some of which already contain 10,000 volumes. 
In the year 18355, 300,000 volames in foreign languages were imported 


into Russia 
Russian press amounted to 584; of translations there were 124. The 
total amount of establishments for instruction is 1682, 440 of which have 
been founded since the Emperor Nicholas ascended the throne,— Afhenaum. 

Sourn American Grotogy.-——M. Orbigny, who explored the 
countries of Buenos Ayres, Chili, and Peru, mentions some remarkable 
facts respecting fossil remains being found in those countries at a great 
height. He found primitive formations in the greater part of Brazil, and 
of the Bande Oriental. The immense basin, which extends from the 25th 
to the 38th degree of south latitude, was the first place where he detected 
snimal remains in strata, which he reckoned of the tertiary formation. 
The vegetable remains were below the bones of mammiferous animals,

Consumption or Coat 1n Suerrizip.—We find’the following esti 
mate of the annual consumption of coal in Sheffield, in a work 
lished, entitled ‘‘ The Progress of the Nation,” by G. R.

Trade :—The town of Sheffield, at this time (1835), contains 
furnaces for converting iron into steel; besides which, there are 
two establishments, containing 554 furnaces, for moulting steel. The ori- 
ginal conversion of the metal into blistered steel occasions the use of” 
about 12,000 tons of coal in the form of coke, and the subsequent pro- 
cesses require about 81,000 tons in addition. The various 
of cutlery and plated goods carried on in the town consume about 
200,000 tons, and 38,000 tons are the estimated allowance for the work- 
ing cf steam-engines, of which there are seventy-four, of the 
power of 1353 horses. If to these quantities are added 184,000 
fuel for household purposes, it will appear that the entire 
coal in Sheffield amounts annually to 515,000 tons, the whole of which 
taken from collieries in the immediate vicinity of the town.

The new loom occupies but little more than half the space required 
by the one in common use, as all the apparatus connected with the weights 
is removed, and a spring substituted, which performs the work with much 
greater precision than it can be wrought by weights.
